Urban  District  of  Banstead. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1969,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/70. 

Under  the  Greater  London,  Kent  and  Surrey  Order  1968,  an 
adjustment  of  boundaries  resulted  in  the  Hooley  area,  formerly 
part  of  the  London  Borough  of  Croydon,  re-joining  Surrey  and 
being  added  to  the  Banstead  Urban  District  on  April  1st,  1969. 
This  adds  about  3,200  to  the  population  and  increases  the  District 
by  1,410  acres.  In  addition  to  some  430  houses  and  business 
premises  the  area  includes  Netherne  Hospital,  the  Dean  Lane 
Caravan  Site  and  Alderstead  Heath.  The  area  has  been  linked 
with  Chipstead  to  form  the  Chipstead  and  Hooley  Ward. 

An  interesting  case  of  a rare  type  of  meningitis  caused  by 
a pet  mouse  occurred  during  the  year  and  is  described  on  page  13. 

Under  the  Road  Traffic  Act,  1960,  and  the  Road  Safety  Act, 
1967,  it  is  now  necessary  for  anyone  claiming  a Heavy  Goods 
Vehicle  Driver’s  Licence  to  have  a medical  certificate  of  fitness  to 
drive.  This  is  most  welcome  as  an  important  road  safety  measure. 
I have  gone  into  the  important  visual  aspects  of  the  medical  ex- 
amination in  some  detail  on  page  18. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  advice  and 
support  throughout  the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  efficiency  and  helpfulness  at  all  times.

For  the  purposes  of  electoral  representation,  the  Urban  District 
of  Banstead  is  divided  into  ten  wards,  namely,  Banstead  Village, 
Burgh  Heath,  Chipstead  and  Hooley,  Kingswood,  Nork,  Preston, 
Tadworth,  Tattenhams,  Walton-on-the-Hill  and  Woodmansterne. 

The  altitude  is  high.  Banstead  Village  is  530  feet,  Chipstead 
550  feet.  Lower  Kingswood  660  feet,  and  Walton-on-the-Hill  580 
feet  above  sea  level. 

Green  Belt  and  Common  land  provide  large  tracts  of  open 
space  and  generally  the  district  is  well  wooded,  undulating  and  of 
great  scenic  beauty. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential  and  agricultural  in  character.

Leptospirosis  (Caused  by  a pet  mouse).  A boy  aged  8 years 
took  ill  while  on  holiday  and  was  diagnosed  as  a moderately 
severe  case  of  aseptic  meningitis.  When  he  returned  from  his 
holiday,  having  made  a complete  recovery,  we  were  informed, 
by  the  hospital  to  which  he  had  been  admitted,  that  investigation 
showed  that  his  meningitis  was  due  to  an  uncommon  serotype  of 
leptospira. 

Enquiry  elicited  the  information  that  he  had  bought  a pet 
mouse  three  months  before,  and  this  mouse  was  taken  to  the 
Leptospirosis  Reference  Laboratory  at  the  London  School  of 
Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine.  Blood  taken  from  the  tail  of 
the  mouse  was  found  to  be  seropositive  against  leptospira  ballum, 
as  was  the  blood  taken  from  the  patient. 

Enquiries  were  made  to  find  out  where  the  mouse  had  come 
from  in  case  there  was  an  infected  stock  of  mice  in  the  district, 
but  it  was  found  that  the  mouse  had  been  brought  in  and  sold 
to  the  pet  shop  by  a schoolboy,  and  that,  in  fact,  all  the  mice 
sold  in  the  shop  concerned  were  brought  in  by  schoolboys  and 
sold  to  others. 

Ten  further  mice  subsequently  brought  into  the  shop  by 
schoolboys  were  examined  to  find  out  if  any  of  them  showed 
infection  with  leptospira  ballum,  but  all  gave  negative  results. 
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Scarlet  Fever.  Twelve  cases  were  notified,  three  more  than  in 
1968.  The  illness  continued  mild  and  caused  no  deaths.  The 
speedier  return  to  school  and  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts 
continued  and  is  justified  by  the  mildness  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria.  No  cases  were  notified  for  the  twenty-fourth  year 
in  succession.  Whether  further  cases  do  occur  is  now  largely  in 
the  hands  of  parents,  as  the  disease  can  readily  re-appear  and 
spread  if  the  percentage  of  children  immunised  is  allowed  to  fall.

Smallpox.  No  cases  were  notified. 

Vaccination  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  is  our  first  line 
of  defence  against  smallpox.  The  trend  now  is  to  vaccinate  infants 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years  rather  than  in  the  first  year 
of  life.  The  basal  immunity  provided  enables  re-vaccination  later 
in  life  to  be  carried  out  with  less  risk  of  reaction.  An  increasing 
number  of  people  travel  abroad  and  vaccination  is  often  required 
as  a precautionary  measure.  Outbreaks  of  smallpox  arise  suddenly. 
Vaccination  is  our  only  safeguard  as  no  treatment  is  yet  known  to 
be  effective.

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Whooping  Cough.  2 cases  were  notified  in  1969. 

All  children  should  be  immunised,  preferably  starting  at  six 
months.  Immunisation  will  prevent  or  modify  the  illness  in  the 
majority  of  cases.  This  is  best  combined  with  diphtheria  and 
tetanus.

Dysentery.  There  were  three  cases  notified  in  1969,  the  same 
number  of  cases  as  1968. 

Tetanus.  Immunisation  against  tetanus  is  best  combined  with 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  antigens  in  infancy  and  given  with 
diphtheria  antigen  at  school  entry  and  at  age  10.  The  tetanus 
bacillus  is  a normal  inhabitant  of  the  intestine  of  the  horse  and 
immunisation  by  toxoid  is  an  important  precautionary  measure  for 
all  who  work  in  stables  and  on  manured  land.  Infection  is 
acquired  through  an  abrasion  or  wound  of  the  skin  which  may  be 
so  small  as  to  escape  notice.  Immunisation  with  the  toxoid  avoids 
the  prophylactic  use  of  anti-tetanus  serum  to  which  some  people 
are  allergic.  To  be  effective  immunisation  should  be  re-inforced  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  five  years.  When  anti-tetanus  serum  is 
required  it  is  now  customary  to  give  the  first  injection  of  tetanus 
toxoid  at  the  same  time  to  be  followed  by  two  more  doses  at  one 
month  intervals  in  order  to  avoid  the  further  use  of  anti-tetanus 
scrum  at  some  future  date.

Typhoid  Fever  and  Paratyphoid  Fever.  No  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning.  Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in 
1969.  Four  of  these  were  single  cases,  one  due  to  each  of  the 
following : — 

Salmonella  St.  Paul,  Salmonella  Enteritidis,  Salmonella 

Typhimurium  and  Salmonella  Virchow. 
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One  small  outbreak  involving  four  cases  occurred  due  to 
Salmonella  Enteritidis.  Two  of  the  cases  were  notified  and  two 
were  otherwise  ascertained.  The  general  practitioner  who  was 
called  in  notified  this  department  immediately  and  it  was  possible 
to  take  the  necessary  action  forthwith.  No  further  cases  occurred.

School  notifications  are  a useful  index  of  the  prevalence  of 
non-notifiable  diseases  and  are  a basis  for  consultation  with  the 
School  Medical  Officers. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

On  31st  December,  1969,  there  were  on  the  register  246  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  of  which  227  were  pulmonary  and  19  non-pulmonary. 

Ten  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  as 
against  two  in  1968.  No  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified.

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  The  death  rate  for 
tuberculosis  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.037  per  1,000  of  popu- 
lation. 
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Protective  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered  to  school  children 
in  the  13  year  age  group.  During  the  year,  166  children  were 
vaccinated. 

The  social  care  of  patients  as  well  as  the  medical  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  and  the  voluntary  service  of  our  local  repre- 
sentatives on  the  Epsom  and  Leatherhead  and  Banstead  District 
Care  Committee  is  greatly  appreciated.  The  Committee  works  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Social  Workers  and  provides 
extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  grants  for  occupational 
therapy  and  holidays  for  children,  mothers  and  convalescent 
patients. 


MASS  X-RAY 

A Mobile  Unit  attends  each  Tuesday  from  7.30  to  8.30  p.m. 
at  a site  adjoining  the  Central  Library,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead, 
for  members  of  the  public  and  for  patients  referred  by  their  own 
doctor.  During  the  year  2,581  persons  were  x-rayed. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 

Environmental  Services 

The  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  acting  under  powers 
delegated  by  the  Council,  administer  most  of  the  local  authority 
duties  referred  to  in  this  Report.  Improvement  grants  are  dealt 
with  by  a sub-committee  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Town 
Planning  Committee  deal  with  the  planning  aspect  of  caravans  and 
the  Public  Works  and  Highways  Committee  with  main  drainage 
and  sewerage,  refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

Personal  Health  Services 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  the  home  help  service  and  the  care  and 
after  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered 
by  the  Surrey  County  Council  through  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  “Caberfeigh”,  Hatchlands  Road,  Redhill  (Redhill  64732). 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospitals  within  the  Urban  District.  The 
chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill  General  Hospital; 
East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill;  Epsom  District  Hospital;  Sutton 
General  Hospital;  and  St.  Helier  Hospital,  Carshalton. 

Speciahsed  hospitals  in  the  area  are  (1)  Banstead  Hospital, 
which  serves  part  of  the  Greater  London  area  and  Banstead  and 
also  admits  mental  cases  with  tuberculosis  from  the  whole  area 
of  the  South-West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board;  (2) 
Netherne  Hospital;  (3)  Tadworth  Court,  a country  branch  of  the 
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Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street;  (4)  Queen  Eliza- 
beth Hospital  for  Children,  administered  by  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street;  (5) 
The  Zachary  Merton  Convalescent  Home,  a branch  of  the  London 
Hospital;  and  (6)  Shabden  Park  Hospital  for  the  long  term  geriatric 
cases,  administered  by  Epsom  Group  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory 
at  Sutton  General  Hospital,  are  available  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  are 
employed. 

334  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  specimens  and  other 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories  from  the  Urban  District 
and  were  made  up  of  155  faeces  specimens  and  179  others. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Surrey  County  Council  Main  Ambulance  Control  is  at 
Walton  Lodge  Estate,  Brighton  Road,  Banstead. 

In  cases  of  emergency,  for  example  accidents,  an  ambulance 
can  be  obtained  by  telephone  by  dialling  ‘999’. 

Requests  for  ambulances  in  all  other  cases  can  only  be 
obtained  through  a doctor  or  a hospital  and  such  requests  are  to 
be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  County  Ambulance  Control, 
Walton  Lodge  Estate,  Brighton  Road,  Banstead.  Telephone:

Mortuary  Facilities 

The  arrangement  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  at  Epsom  Dis- 
trict Hospital  continued. 

57  bodies  were  admitted  to  the  Mortuary  during  the  year. 

Medical  Examinations 

45  medical  examinations  of  staff  were  undertaken  during  the 
year  for  fitness  for  employment,  superannuation  and  sick  pay 
purposes  and  for  fitness  to  drive  heavy  goods  vehicles. 

Medical  Certificate  of  Fitness  to  Drive  Heavy  Goods  Vehicles — 
Visual  Aspects  of  Road  Safety. 

It  is  now  necessary  for  anyone  claiming  a Heavy  Goods 
Vehicle  Driver’s  Licence  to  have  a medical  certificate  of  fitness  to 
drive.  This  is  most  welcome  as  an  important  road  safety  measure. 
One  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the  medical  examination  is  the 
examination  of  the  eyes  and  the  British  Medical  Association  has 
recommended  that,  wearing  his  glasses,  the  applicant  should  have 
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an  acuity  of  vision  of  at  least  6/12  in  his  better  eye  and  6/36  in 
his  worse  eye.  It  is  further  recommended  that  any  contraction  in 
the  visual  fields  should  lead  to  rejection  of  the  applicant  and  for 
this  reason  it  is  further  recommended  that  drivers  who  have  had 
a cataract  removed  from  both  eyes  should  not  drive  public  service 
or  heavy  goods  vehicles. 

These  drivers  are,  of  course,  able  to  drive  other  vehicles,  but 
they  are  under  a special  disability  in  this  country  because  of  the 
fashion  here  of  prescribing  narrow  visual  field  lenticulus  spectacles, 
only  3.2  cms.  in  diameter,  or  in  some  cases,  even  less,  instead  of 
full  size  spectacles  as  is  the  custom  in  the  United  States  of  America 
and  on  the  Continent. 

With  the  lenticulus,  the  driver  looking  straight  ahead  has  his 
right  wing  mirror,  the  right  hand  side  of  the  windscreen  and  the 
inside  driving  mirror  within  his  field  of  vision.  The  left  wing 
mirror  is  just  outside  and  in  the  ring  of  complete  blindness  which 
surrounds  the  visual  field.  When  the  driver,  without  moving  his 
head,  moves  his  pupil  up  and  to  the  left  to  identify  movements 
noted  in  the  driving  mirror  by  peripheral  vision,  the  pupil  moves 
1 cm.  towards  the  edge  of  the  lenticulus,  which  is  only  1.6  cms. 
or  less  from  its  centre  to  its  edge,  and  this  causes  the  left  visual 
field  to  narrow  to  exclude  the  mirror.  This  further  narrowing  of 
the  visual  field  with  movements  of  the  pupil  is  the  most  unsatis- 
factory characteristic  of  the  lenticulus. 

The  driver  who  has  had  a cataract  removed  from  both  eyes 
should  be  given  as  wide  a visual  field  as  possible  and  this  can 
easily  be  done  by  prescribing  full-size  spectacle  lenses.  Plastic 
full-size  lenses,  averaging  4.5  cms.  across,  are  light  to  wear,  can 
be  fitted  as  close  to  the  pupil  as  lenticulus  lenses  and  with  them  the 
driving  mirror,  both  wing  mirrors  and  all  of  the  windscreen  except 
the  extreme  left  hand  side  are  within  the  field  of  vision  looking 
straight  ahead.  Furthermore,  the  pupils  can  be  moved  up  to  look 
at  the  driving  mirror  or  down  to  look  at  the  right  wing  mirror 
without  moving  the  head. 

Health  Education 

On  the  occasion  of  the  Information  Day  for  new  members  of 
the  Council,  and  for  the  benefit  of  groups  of  students  and  young 
people,  visits  were  paid  to  the  Department,  when  an  exhibition 
was  arranged  on  each  occasion  to  demonstrate  the  activities  of  the 
Department. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948

Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  from 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of  the 
East  Surrey  Water  Company,  the  former  supplying  Banstead 
Village,  Burgh  Heath,  Kingswood,  Nork,  Preston,  Tadworth, 
Tattenhams  and  Woodmansterne  and  the  latter  Chipstead  and 
Hooley  and  Walton-on-the-Hill. 

Two  houses  at  Walton-on-the-Hill  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  mains  of  the  Epsom  & Ewell  Corporation. 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satis- 
factory:— 

(i)  In  quality 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  as  chloramine 
and  the  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company  submit  samples  of  water  for  examination  by  their 
Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals  and  also  operate  their 
own  laboratories.  Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  waters  are 
examined  daily  by  their  Chemists. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  in  the  Urban  District  for  bacteriologi- 
cal examination,  and  two  for  chemical  examination.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  public 
foul  water  sewers. 

Generally,  the  sewers  serving  Chipstead  and  Hooley,  Kings- 
wood  and  Woodmansterne  discharge  to  disposal  works  of  the 
London  Borough  of  Croydon  at  Beddington  and  the  sewers  in  the 
remaining  part  of  the  district  discharge  to  disposal  works  at 
Worcester  Park  in  the  London  Borough  of  Sutton. 

Foul  water  sewers,  amounting  to  ^ mile  in  length,  were  taken 
over.  The  approximate  length  of  foul  water  sewers  is  102  miles. 
This  excludes  public  sewers  which,  prior  to  1st  October,  1937, 
were  known  as  combined  drains. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  consultations  were  proceeding  with 
the  Greater  London  Council  in  relation  to  the  inclusion  of  Banstead 
U.D.  in  the  Greater  London  drainage  area. 
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Where  sewers  are  not  provided,  drainage  of  premises  is  by 
cesspools  or  septic  tank  installations.  The  number  of  cesspools  is

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  service 
being  free  of  charge  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available.  Three 
cesspool  emptiers  were  in  use.  The  cesspool  contents  were  dis- 
charged into  the  sewers  at  three  disposal  points,  at  Waterhouse 
Lane,  Kingswood,  How  Lane,  Chipstead,  and  Brighton  Road, 
Lower  Kingswood. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  seven  pail 
closets  in  Kingswood,  one  in  Burgh  Heath,  three  in  Chipstead, 
and  one  in  Walton-on-the-Hill,  six  of  these  pail  closets  being  at 
domestic  properties  and  three  at  caravans.  The  contents  were 
emptied  by  the  Council  twice  weekly,  the  service  being  free  of 
charge  where  a public  sewer  was  not  available. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  refuse  was  collected  by  the  Council  weekly,  except  in 
the  case  of  Banstead  and  Netherne  Hospitals,  from  which  the 
refuse  was  collected  daily,  Monday  to  Friday. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood. 

The  refuse  service  was  operated  under  the  control  of  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

In  accordance  with  this  Act,  a place  has  been  provided  at  the 
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Controlled  Tip,  Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  where  residents 
may  deposit  refuse  free  of  charge.  The  need  for  such  provision 
has  been  well  demonstrated  by  the  abundant  use  made  thereof. 

The  Act  provides  for  a maximum  fine  of  £100,  on  conviction, 
for  any  unauthorised  dumping.  There  were  no  prosecutions  under 
this  Act  during  the  year,  but  there  were  three  prosecutions  under 
the  Litter  Act  1958.  In  two  cases  the  Defendants  were  fined 
£5.  0.  0.  each  and  ordered  to  pay  £5.  5.  0.  costs.  In  the  third  case 
the  Defendant  was  fined  £2.  0.  0.  on  each  of  two  summonses  and 
ordered  to  pay  £5.  5.  0.  costs.

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  five  public  conveniences,  provided  by  the  Council, 
situated  in  Banstead  Village,  Lower  Kingswood,  Tattenhams  and 
Woodmansterne,  four  being  sited  at  public  recreation  grounds  and 
one  at  Banstead  Wood.  In  addition,  by  arrangement,  the  con- 
veniences at  a public  house  are  available  for  use  by  the  pubhc 
at  Lower  Kingswood. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  District  Council  is  the  Shops  Act  Authority  for  the  Urban 
district. 

There  were  367  shops  in  the  district.  No  Orders  have  been 
made  in  respect  of  Closing  Hours  or  Partial  Exemption. 

Swimming  Pools 

No  pools  are  available  in  the  district  for  use  by  the  public. 
There  were  three  open  air  pools  and  four  indoor  pools  at  Schools, 
one  indoor  pool  at  office  premises  and  it  is  known  there  are 
several  open  air  pools  at  residential  premises. 

Thirty-four  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year 
and  fourteen  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  results  of  three  were  unsatisfactory.  These  were  followed  up 
until  satisfactory. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

Two  persons  resident  in  the  district  were  registered  as  scrap 
metal  dealers. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  were  no  trades  of  this  type  in  the  Urban  district. 
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Complaints 

The  complaints  received  totalled  1,024.  They  related  to  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects. 

Employment  Agencies 

One  such  Agency  at  Lower  Kingswood  was  licensed  by  the 
Surrey  County  Council. 

Massage  Establishments

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

47  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit 
during  the  year,  and  the  fees  for  these  licences  totalled  £215.3.4. 

The  detailed  routine  inspections  of  storage  sites,  and  work 
entailed  in  supervising  and  testing  the  installation  of  new  under- 
ground tanks,  pipelines  and  electrical  equipment,  makes  a con- 
siderable call  on  the  time  of  the  Inspectors. 

In  connection  with  the  conversion  to  North  Sea  Gas,  the  South 
Eastern  Gas  Board  erected  a plant  at  Mogador  to  store  and  use 
L.N.G.  (Liquefied  Natural  Gas)  for  a temporary  period.  By  reason 
of  the  Petroleum  (Liquid  Methane)  Order  1957,  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  apply  to  L.N.G.  and  a licence  was  issued.  The  plant  was 
dismantled  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  authorised  Officers  for  the 
purpose  of  the  administration  of  the  duties  of  the  Council  under 
this  Act. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Four  premises  in  the  district  were  licensed  as  Pet  Shops. 

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs  and  Fleas 

Five  infestations  of  fleas  were  dealt  with  successfully  by 
insecticidal  spray.  No  infestations  of  bed-bugs  were  found. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  continued  as  in  previous 
years.  The  following  infestations  were  dealt  with : —

The  properties  inspected  totalled  761  and  inspections  and 
re-inspections  numbered  2,756. 

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Act  relate  to  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  thereof,  but  the  Council  provide  a disin- 
festation service  which  occupiers  of  premises  can  employ  if  they 
so  desire.  The  Council  decided  to  discontinue  charges  for  treat- 
ment of  rats  and  mice  at  private  dwellings  from  February  1969. 
In  the  past  these  charges  have  been  nominal.  Charges  were  made 
in  respect  of  business  premises  on  a cost  basis. 

The  charges  amounted  to  £460. 

No  infestation  of  ship  rats  was  found. 

Other  Pests 

From  time  to  time  advice  was  sought  in  regard  to  infestations 
of  various  types  of  insects — beetles,  cockroaches,  bats,  crickets, 
ants,  flies,  moth  larvae,  wasps.  When  treatment  was  carried  out 
a charge  was  made. 

Clean  Air  Acts,  1956  and  1968 

Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  the  installation  of 
seven  furnaces  under  Section  3(3)  of  the  1956  Act. 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  district. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

Eight  complaints  were  received  relating  to  noise.  These  re- 
ferred to  noisy  compressor  at  a garage,  the  felling  of  trees,  use 
of  machinery  in  a private  garage  in  a residential  area,  loud  hailers. 
amplifiers,  etc.,  at  a local  gymkhana,  the  u.se  of  an  electricity 
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generator  at  domestic  premises,  unnecessary  noise  in  handling 
refuse  bins  at  an  industrial  establishment,  low  flying  aircraft.  All 
these  complaints  were  investigated  but  no  formal  action  was  neces- 
sary. Noise  or  vibration  caused  by  aircraft  cannot  be  dealt  with 
under  this  Act.

All  these  complaints  were  fully  investigated  and  taken  up  with 
both  the  retailers  and  manufacturers  of  the  articles  affected  and 
the  opportunity  taken  to  impress  upon  all  concerned  the  importance 
of  proper  storage,  turnover  and  handling  of  food  for  sale.  Whilst 
many  traders  have  introduced  a satisfactory  coding  system,  so  as 
to  enable  them  to  control  the  turnover  of  perishable  food  with  a 
short  shelf  life,  it  is  still  found  that  there  is  much  loose  practice 
in  the  handling  of  such  perishable  food. 
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Legal  proceedings  were,  however,  taken  in  the  following 
cases : — 

One  bread  complaint  (contamination)  where  the  manufacturers, 
who  pleaded  guilty,  were  fined  £25.  0.  0.  plus  10  guineas  costs. 
The  Egg  Custard  Tarts  where  the  manufacturers  pleaded  guilty 
and  were  fined  £25.  0.  0.  plus  7 guineas  costs  and  the  Analyst’s 
fee  of  £4.  14.  6.  The  Fresh  Cream  Pineapple  Dessert  where  the 
retailer  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £10.  0.  0.  and  ordered  to 
pay  5 guineas  costs.  The  fly-blown  Pork  Sausages  where  the 
manufacturers  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  a fine  of  £35.  0.  0.  was 
imposed  and  £35.  0.  0.  costs  awarded  to  the  Council.
